Mayor Harry Wooding this morning appointed F. W. Townee 


and Frank McFall as members of the police commission. They, -with 
W. W. Clark, J. M. Seegar and the Mayor as ex-officio member con- 
stitute the new commission which assumes office on September 1st-. 
They will hold their commissions for four years. The body includes 
two new members, they being Messrs. Seegar and McFall. The two 
commissioners not reappointed are Jesse W. Yarborough and Guy F. 
Walton, both from North Danville. 
The board has-no representation 


from North Danville, but both Judge Withers, who appointed two 
members, and Mayor Wooding, are understood to hold that ward lines 
tinder the new administration of civic affairs is obliterated. 


Intense speculation hae prevailed 


during the past several weeks con- 
cerning the appointments and there 
has been much gossip going on un- 
der the surface. 
Perhaps the most 
constant reference heard in verbal 
exchanges on thi* subject was to the 
possiblity of an extensive rthabilita- 
tlon of the police department and a 
forceful administration of its affairs 
which would, once and for all elimi- 
nate a condition which prevails at 
present though not upon the surface, 
and which, in the minds of some citi- 
zens is ritiating the 
department, 
hampering 
its 
development along 


progressive lines and which is pro- 
ducing a lack of esprit de corps 
among tbe personnel 
Those thrown 
in contact with the department have 
recognized this condition for some 
months and its knowledge has be- 
came fairly well spready.

The city 


<ouncll lost no time In »underlnar the 
two positions by ordinance an1 not 
Ion* ago. Judge Withers appointed 
Carter as police Justice effe?tjve Sep- 
tember 1st. the date on which the 
mayor's new term commences. 
Captain Woodln»j estimates the num- 


ber of cases he has tried durinsr his 
thirty-two years of service at 125.000. 
This is probably a conservative esti- 
matte and does rot include the total 
number of warrants Time and asain 
he has torn up 
warrants resulting 


from cases which he considered to J 
trivial to warrant proceedings 
Esti- 
mates of his collections, and fines and 
costs to th- city and state run as high 
as a million dollars. The records show 
he has collected $60,000 in the last 
two years. 
His long and continuous service on 


the bench has afforded him unusual 
opportunities and an unusually even 
temperament. 
The philosophy of a man so Ions? 


engaged in meeting out justice no less 
than his aspect of life affords an In- 
teresting study. He was asked a short 
time ago t what he attributed his 
eood health and his unimpaired sta- 
mina despite the advancing years. 
Captai nWooding replied by savins? 
that he felt he had been blessed with 
an even temper, a complete absence 
of Irascibility and a placid mind, proof 
a*amst worry These, he believes are 
the ke> stones to good -health Others 
include regularity in eatinjs and sleep- 
ing both of which have been religi- 
ously adhered to during his adult life. 
The business of being police magis- 
trate has not been followed, he savs. 
be mental rankllngs. hard as though 
it has often been to arrive at decis- 
ions. 
The guiding voice of a Pres- 
byterian conscience, has 
been the 


yard-stick in such matters. 
In laying down these precepts May- 
or Woo'dmg admits that there are In- 
escapable penalties for every police 
justices. The hardest of these, he says 
are the broken friendships some of 
them lasting, others of shorter dura- 
tion which come from a decision be- 
tween right and wrong. In the larg- 
er cities, he observes, the per«">naJ 
identity of the court arbiter counts 
for little since he is probablv known 
personally to few people who come 
before him 
Not «o in the town of 


25,000 persons where long residence 
has established a wide kinship and 
where a man of Mayor Woding's ge- 
is known personally probablv to nine- 


- per cent., of the nopulation. 
Captain Wooding had few oppor- 


tunities when he was a boy. He was 
one of thirteen children being born 
in this c-ty April 7th. 1844. his fath- 
er being William Henry Wooding, for- 
merly of Pittsylvania county and Mrs. 
Janie White Gravely who died from 
burns received In 
her home when 


Captain Wooding -was a little boy His 
education was at a local private school 
and was confined largely to the three 
R's." 
The mayor recalls that his 
schoolmaster once 
confided 
to his 
class that he could not •»ach them 
history or geography "because I nev- 
er studied them ' 


The Civil War broke when Harry 


Wooding just beginning his apprenti- 
ceship in business. His mental image 
of that day is still clearly preserved. 
He recalls, for instance, tfie two old 
negroes one with a bugle and the oth- 
er with a drum "who sounded the 
tocsin of war in what was then the 
main street of a village. 
He recalls 
that the same spirit o{ devotion and 
patriotism prevailed then as it did in 
191" when he saw the youth of a new 
veneration answer the call for sei1- 
vice 
The declaration of war found 


Harry Wooding still sixteen a mem- 
ber of the "Danville Grays" which 
was organized at the same time as 
the "Danville Blues." The local vol- 
unteers proceeded to Richmond and 
Mayor Wooding emelt powder for the 
first 'time at Fairfax courthouse. That 
he says was but a skirmish and he 
recalls the chagrin of the Danville 
contingent on being ordered to re- 
tire almost as soon ae the encounter 
had begun. He was not, however, 'dis- 
appointed" in the ensuing years. He 
was in the Battle of Mannassas and 
he still recalls with clarity the scene 
which presented itself. He was stand- 
ing close to General Beam of South 
Carolina, when he uttered the sen- 
tence which later 
gave to General 
Jackson the sobriquet of "Stonewall." 
"Look at Jackson there standing like 
a stonewall," was the phrase. Within 
a minute General Beam was cut down 
by a bullet and killed. Capt. Wooding 
was in the battle of Torktown also in 
the Seven Davs' battle about Rich- 
mond, Kelly's Ford and Gettsyburg. 
During the last three- years of the 
war. Captain Wooding fought as a 
cavalryman being 
under the com- 


mand "of General J. E. B. Stuart. At 
the time of the surrender he waa 
with a cavalry group in Henry coun- 
ty despatched 
to watch the move- 
ments of Federals coming uo from 
North Carolina. The first he knew of 
the end of hostllties was from ragged 
and disheveled soldiers making their 
way to their homes. 
He arrived/ In 
Danville when President Davis was 
here with the members of his cabi- 
net for the final and historic session 
in the home of Major W7 T Sutherlin, 
now preserved by the city as the 
Memorial Mansion. 


Captain "Wooding turned to the pur- 
suits of peace without delay 
H« had 
come through the war unscathed- His 
first appointment came in 1SS5 when 
h» was named magistrate. He was re- 
cognized in other ways during suc- 
c«edins: years and was elected presi- 
dent ot the Commercial Association.

State Trie* to Show Kendall 


Killed Powell Over a 


Woman

SPOTTSVLVANIA COURTHOUSE. 


Va.. Aug. 30 —respite efforts of the 
prosecution to develop that Jealousy 
nlayed a leading role in the killing of 
Dr. Robert L. Powell on May 17 by 
Charles 
B. 
Kendall. 
24-year-old 


farmer, the defendant on the witness 
stand today was firm in his declara^ 
tlon tha'c he fired in self-defense. 


Kendall, composed and testifying in 


a steady voice, also refused to retreat 
from his statement that Powell's im- 
proper conduct toward Roberta Ken- 
dall and Julia Kendall, his sisters, had 
led to the meeting on the road near 
Granite Springs which resulted in the 
fatal shooting. 
The jealousy note was sounded 


when L O Wendenburg of the prose- 
cution, developed from the defendant 
that he had been, carrying on a clan- 
destine love affair with Mrs. Myrtle 
Dul'n. a beautiful blonde, wife of the 
storekeeper at Granite Springs 


A defense based on unwritten law 


and self-defense is being attempted 
by Kendall's counsel. As the day's 
hearing progressed there was every 
indication that the' trial will not end 
until next Tuesday or Wednesday. 


"Did you know Dr 
Powell was 


paying "attention to Mrs. Dulin?" a 
juror asked Kendall. 
"Yes sir," 
he replied, repeating 


however his former statement as to 
why he had shot the physician. 
"When Dr. Powell got out of his car 


and started toward you. why did you 
not talk to him there?" asked Wel- 
denburg. 
"I did talk to him." 
"You 
said you backed away and 


told Dr. Powell, 'if you come another 
step I'll kill you.' " 


"Yes, 
sir." 


"And 
when he took another step 


vou shot?" 
"Yes " 
"And then he turned and ran?" 
"Yes." 
"And 
you followed him one hun- 


dred and fifteen feet, firing?" 
"Yes, I suppose so. I did not fire 


after he passed my car." 


"Did 
you know when you hit him 


first?" 


"No, sir." 
"Did you not testify that the first 


shot crippled his left arm?" 


"No." 
"Did you hear him yell for help aft- 


er vou shot?" 
"I heard him yell, but I did not 


know what he was hollering." 
"Didn't you hear htm holler while 


he was bending over running away?" 
"I heard him hollering after he hit 


the ground." 
The attorney apparently was trying 
to show that the supposed necessity 
for self-defense, as claimed by Ken- 
dall, had ceased as soon as Dr. 
Powell, alter the first shot, turned and 
ran down the road. 
"I did not shoot him after he fell, 


gentlemen," Kendall said earnestly, 
looking toward the Jury. <~ 


"You 
deny then, what all those eye 
witnesses said about you shooting him 
on the ground" Mr. Wendenberir ask- 
ed."Yes sir, I do deny it." 
"He tried to run behind a car to 


protect himself from your bullets, did 
not he?" 
"He ran in between his car and mi- 


car " 
"Six empty shells were found near 
where your car had stopped. Did you 
fire six times?" 
"I guess I must have." 
"And 
you fired five of these shots 
while he was running away, didn't 
vou""Yes. T gueas so. I did not know 
but what he had a pistol in his car." 
"Do you think you can claim self 


defense on such slim grounds?' 
"I thought he would kill me if I did 
not finish him. I did not know I had 
hit him until he fell- 
I was so ex- 


cited." 
. . 
"There was no way for him to hurt 


you after he fell was there?" 


"Xo sir." 
"Well, why didn't you go and help 
him? You said you had not been mad 
with him." , 
"I was excited and confused. 
"Didn't you think you had killed 
"I did not know I had killed him 
until the next day when I read about 
it in the Times Dispatch out in Ken- 
tucky ' 
"Was Arthur Raines the man who 
later committed suicide, with you?" 


"Yes." 
"Why did you take him with vou?' 
"He wanted to go." 
"Did not Raines tell you that he ex- 
pected to get twenty years for his 
share in the killing?" 
"I don't remember." 
"Whv did Raines shoot his head off 
at the home of his parents after he 
was released from Jail under bond." 
"I do not know." 
The accused flatly denied expres- 
sing threats against Dr. Powell, as 
quoted bv several witnesses. 
"I am through." «aid Wendenburr. 
Defense Attorney Harry M. Smith 
took the accused for re-examinatlon. 
' When you shot first the doctor 
turned his back?" asked Mr. Smith 


"Yes." 
"And 
there was no way for you to 


see his injured arm?" 


"Xo." 
Wendenburg re-examined Kendall 
"Did you shoot Dr Powell in an«- 


er?" 
"Well. 1 was outraged over the way 
he had treated my sisters." 


"Were you mad at all?'

L. I. The 
train, composed of three cars, arriv- 
ed at Syoeset early in the evening and 
was run1 upon a siding about a mile 
from the Burden estate/ headquarters 
of his royal highness during hie Am- 


erican visit. 


Because of the early hour of de- 


parture t%e 9Hne« went on %MM the 
train a little after eleven o'clock and 
retired 
almost 
Immediately after- 
ward. 
The special guard of ttate 


troopers remained on guard around 
the cars throughout the night. 


According 
to present 
plans the 
White House luncheon will be simple 
and informal. 
Only the president. 


Mrs. 
Coolldge, their son. John and 


members of the president's personal 
staff will be present. The train bear- 
ing the prince is due in Washington 
at one o'clock 
standard 
time and 


luncheon will be served half an hour 
later.

MOUNTS TO NM 


Danville Fair 


Advertised On 


800 Road Miles 


H. - B Watkins, secretary of the 


Danville Fair association, has been 
for the past week directing his force 
of advertisers In the campaign over 
the five counties around Danville, ad- 
vertising the Danville fair in the 
counties of Pittsylvania and a portion 
of Henry, Va., and Caswell, Rocklng- 
ham and Person counties, N. C. This 
trip of 800-miles has given the fair 
secretary a fine opportunity to get 
personal information as to the crop 
conditions in the several counties 
above mentfbned. 
4 


In Caswell and Person counties and 
the southern portion of Rociiingnarn 
county, N. C., a large percentage of 
the tobacco crop has been cured with 
plenty of color, but rather light In 
weight on account of the wet June 
and dry weather later during the sea- 
son. There will be a small per cent- 
of wrappers and very few green tips, 
but an abundance of cigarette and 
smoking grades. In norther,n Rock- 
ingham county, N. C., and Pittsyl- 
vania and Henry counties. Va., a small 
portion of the present crop has been 
cured. Farmers are exceedingly busy 
and will complete the curing of the 
crop by October 1. The cotton crop 
in the counties mentioned Is showing 
up well, and If the season i§ late, the 
indications are' that the cotton crop 
will turn out favorably to the grow- 
ers. The corn crops in many sections 
are suffering from lack of rain, but 
taken as a whole. It seems to be an 
average crop.
